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REPORT OF SURVEY: 

In accordance with Title 865, Article 1, Chapter 12 of the Indiana Administrative Code ("Rule 12"), the following observations and 
opinions are submitted regarding the various uncertainties in the locations of the lines and corners established this survey as a result of 
uncertainties in reference monumentation; in record descriptions and plats; in lines of occupation; and as introduced by random errors in 
measurement ("Relative Positional Accuracy"). There is an amount of uncertainty along any line or at any corner equal in magnitude to 
the discrepancy in the location of the lines of possession (and survey points found) from the surveyed lines and corners. There may be 
unwritten rights associated with these uncertainties. Any uncertainty associated with the corners shown hereon is inherently passed to any 
parcel corner dependent on its position. 


There may be differences in record dimensions versus measured dimensions along the surveyed lines shown hereon. Likewise, there may 
be found survey markers near, but not precisely at, some boundary corners. In cases where the magnitude of these differences is less than 
the Relative Positional Accuracy and less than the uncertainty identified for the reference monumentation (discussed below), the 
differences may be considered insignificant and are shown only for purposes of mathematical closure. Such differences that are greater 
than the Relative Positional Accuracy and the uncertainty in reference monumentation should be considered worthy of notice and are 
therefore discussed further below. 


The Relative Positional Accuracy for this survey is within the specifications of an Indiana Rural Survey (0.26 feet plus 200 ppm) as 
defined in IAC 865. 


The basis of bearings is the Grid North System NAD83(2011)/Indiana West NAVD 88, Epoch 2010.0000, Geoid18 conus.db3, reported 
in US Survey Feet and decimal parts thereof. Coordinates were established using the Javad GNSS Data Online Processing 
Service (DPOS) to post-process static observations collected with a Javad Triumph 3 base. Positional values of other points 
listed herein were determined either from static GNSS (Javad Triumph LS Rover), RTK GNSS (Javad Triumph LS Rover) or 
radially with a conventional total station (Nikon Nivo) from points established by RTK GNSS. With the exception of 
distances to witness ties, measured and calculated distances shown hereon are grid distances and have not been adjusted to 
ground (record distances are ground). To convert grid distances to ground, multiply by a combined scale factor of 
1.000049218. 


Field work was performed by Oser Surveying & Mapping in December 2021, March 2022, and April through June, 2023. Survey 
monuments noted as a mag spike set are a 4-1/2" long mag spike in a 2" diameter aluminum disc stamped "OSER IN PS#21100022". 
Survey monuments noted as an “Oser rebar” are a 5/8" diameter by 24" long rebar with an orange plastic cap stamped "OSER IN PS# 
21100022". 


Unless otherwise noted, all ties to new bearing trees (BTs) are a 2” mag nail set in a 1-1/2” orange plastic hub disc stamped “SURVEY 
MARKER DO NOT REMOVE?” and hack mark at the root crown (less than 12” above ground) perpendicular to the center of the tree. BT 
diameters are noted as dbh (diameter breast height) and are measured approximately 4.5 feet above ground. Bearings are grid and were 
measured with the internal compass of the Javad Triumph LS rover from the monument to the center of the BT. Distances are ground and 
were measured with a 100’ steel tape from the monument to the mag nail. When it was not practical to set a mag nail or hack a tree, 
bearings and distances were measured to the center of the BT. Most distances approaching or in excess of 100 feet were measured by 
RTK offset to the reference object. 


The purpose of this survey was to perpetuate the section corners, quarter section corners, and center quarter of section corners in Sections 
25, 26, 35 & 36 — Township 07 North — Range 03 West, 2"¢ Principal Meridian, Center Township, Greene County, Indiana. Sixteenth- 
section corners, corners of minor subdivisions, and property corners were not evaluated in any way unless specifically discussed herein. 
Bearing breaks exist between section corners and quarter corners that are not shown. Bearings and distances are shown hereon to correlate 
corners and to assist in corner analysis. The relationship of the section/half section corners to the adjoining parcel boundary lines was not 
addressed. The section and half section lines shown hereon should not be construed as defining actual property lines and corners as in a 
retracement or original survey. Only those occupation lines in the immediate vicinity of the corners perpetuated (as depicted or discussed 
on the Greene County Corner Perpetuation Records included with this report) were analyzed as part of this survey. 
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REFERENCE SURVEYS, PLATS & MAPS: 

Reference survey records were obtained from the Monroe County Surveyor (MCSO), the Greene County Surveyor (GCSO), the Monroe 
County Recorder (MCR), the Greene County Recorder (GCR), the Lawrence County Surveyor (LCSO), the Lawrence County Recorder 
(LCR), the Monroe County Auditor, the Indiana Department of Transportation, and several private surveying firms. Deed records were 
evaluated in the immediate vicinity of some corners, mostly in the case of corners with an uncertain pedigree. The following is a full list 
of the surveys consulted and deemed relevant to this project. Additional survey records that were reviewed, but not used for any analysis 
related to this project are not included below. The survey records that were reviewed, but not included were redundant, illegible, or did 
not contain useful ties to PLSS corners.

MONUMENTS FOUND OR SET: Refer to the monuments keyed on the survey drawings by point number and Greene County Corner 
Record Index ID. Monuments and corners evaluated in the process of this survey, the theory of location used to accept or establish these 


monuments and corners, and the surveyor’s opinion of the uncertainties associated with these monuments and corners are as detailed 


below for accessory monuments and on the Greene County Corner Perpetuation Records included with this report for primary 


monuments. 


OSM# 10944 (Point on the line (POL) common to the Northwest and Northeast Quarters of Section 35-T6N-R3W): A 5/8” rebar of 
unknown origin was found flush in a north/south fenceline on the west side of an old north/south roadbed and in line with a row of fence 
posts to the west. The rebar is online between the Farkas rebar found at the North 1/4 Corner of Section 35 and the steel bolt found at 


#10962. 


OSM# 10962 (Point on the line (POL) common to the Northwest and Northeast Quarters of Section 35-T6N-R3W): A steel bolt of 
unknown origin was found 9” below grade in the centerline/centerline intersection of Hobbieville Road with Jackson Pike. We held the 
bolt to establish the Center 1/4 Corner of Section 35. 


OSM# 10964 (Point on the line (POL) common to the Northwest and Northeast Quarters of Section 35-T6N-R3W);: A 5/8” rebar with 
Deckard cap was found in an old roadbed within 0.1 foot of the north/south centerline of Section 35. No survey of origin was found in the 


Greene County Recorder’s Office. 


Greene County 6N3W_A17 (OSM #31271: Section Corner of Sections 2 & 3-T6N-R3W): A 5/8” rebar was found 4” above grade. Lee Utt 
set the rebar in 2001 (GCR 2001-6116) at the record falling east of the Section Corner common to Sections 34 & 35. Utt’s rebar has 
consistently been accepted on subsequent surveys. We accepted it as the corner by common report. 


Greene County 6N3W_A19 (OSM #10454: North Quarter Corner of Section 2-T6N-R3W): A 1” iron pipe was found 2” below grade in 
Owensburg Road. The pipe may have been set by Frank White in 1956 as shown on his survey for Ballentine in Section 2 dated 
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6/11/1956 on file in the Greene County Surveyor’s Office. The pipe was accepted by Ben Bledsoe in 1993 (GCR 1993-1616) and by all 
subsequent surveyors. 


Greene County 7N3W_S§23 (Center-North 1/16 Corner of Section 25-T7N-R3W): Greene County Surveyor F.B. Cressy established this 
corner in 1847 (GCSO LSB 1, pg 169) at the midpoint between the North 1/4 Corner and the Center 1/4 Corner. No trace was found of 
the stone or its accessories. Our search area was in a logged area with no evidence of possession. 


Greene County 7N3W_T24 (OSM #10376: Center-East 1/16 Corner of Section 25-T7N-R3W): A 1/2” rebar was found 3” above grade at 
the east base of a 10” wooden fence post at the intersection of north, south, and west fence. The origin of the rebar is unknown. It was 
accepted by Jess Gwinn in 2014 (Job #1065 dated 01/03/2014). Greene County Surveyor F.M. Parker set a marked stone at this corner in 
1883 (GCSO LSB 4, page 12). No trace was found of the stone or its accessories. We accepted the 1/2” rebar as the corner by common 
report. 


Greene County 7N3W_U19 (OSM #10436: Center-South 1/16 Corner of Section 26-T7N-R3W): A jackpost was found 16” above grade 
with a traverse nail at its south base. The origin of the jackpost is unknown. It was accepted by Marty James in 2011 (GCR 2012-1968), 
Kelly Ferguson in 2011 (GCR 2011-1380), Bernard Guerrettaz in 2006 (GCR PL5-044), and Edmund Farkas in 1995 (GCR 1995-5055). 
The corner was originally established by Greene County Surveyor John Brown in 1841 (GCSO LSB1, page 105) at the midpoint between 
the Center 1/4 and the South 1/4, but no trace was found of the stone or its accessories. We accepted the jackpost as the corner by 
common report. 


Greene County 7N3W_U21 (South 1/16 Corner Common to Sections 25 & 26-T7N-R3W): Greene County Surveyor F.M. Parker set a 
marked stone at this corner in 1883 (GCSO LSB4, page 12). We did not search for the stone because our search area was disturbed by 
grading for Interstate 69. 


Greene County 7N3W_V20 (East 1/16 Corner Common to Sections 26 & 35-T7N-R3W): Greene County Surveyor F.B. Cressy set a 
marked stone at this corner in 1847 (GCSO LSB 1, page 174). No trace was found of the stone or its accessories. No definitive evidence 
of possession was observed in our search area, which was surrounded by property under common ownership. 


Greene County 7N3W_V22 (West 1/16 Corner Common to Sections 25 & 36-T7N-R3W): Greene County Surveyor W. Clogston 
established this corner in 1878 (GCSO LSB 3, page 66) and it was accepted by Greene County Surveyor F.M. Parker in 1883 (GCSO 
LSB 4, page 12). We found no trace of the stone or its accessories. No evidence of possession was observed in our search area, which was 
surrounded by property under common ownership and fell in an extremely rocky area (possibly an old foundation). 


Greene County 7N3W_W24 (East 1/16 Corner Common to Sections 25 & 36-T7N-R3W): Greene County Surveyor F.M. Parker set a 
stake at this corner in 1883 (GCSO LSB4, page 12). No trace was found of a monument or the accessories to the stake. 


Greene County 7N3W_W21 (North 1/16 Corner Common to Sections 35 & 36-T7N-R3W): Greene County Surveyor F.B. Cressy set a 
stone at this corner in 1847 (GCSO LSB 1, page 174). No trace was found of the stone or its accessories. The midpoint between the 
Quarter Corner and the Section Corner falls 7.25 feet south of east/west wire fence remains. 


Greene County 7N3W_W23 (OSM #10379: Center-North 1/16 Corner of Section 36-T7N-R3W): A 3” x 8” stone with no marks was 

found 8” above grade next to a new 4” wooden post and approximately 2 feet west of north/south wire fence remains. Greene County 
Surveyor W. Clogston set a stone at this corner in 1878 (GCSO LSB 3, page 66). The stone was accepted by Nathan Hoffman in 2021 
(Pinnacle Land Surveying Job #21-351 dated 01/05/2021) and we accepted it as the best evidence of the corner. 


Greene County 7N3W_X22 (OSM #10385: Center-West 1/16 Corner of Section 36-T7N-R3W): A 1-1/4” galvanized iron pipe was found 

4” above grade at the intersection of an old east/west roadbed with north/south wire fence remains. The pipe was next to a steel t-post and 
a void of the type left by a rotten wood fence post. The origin of the pipe is unknown and no trace was found of the stone set at this corner 
in 1878 by Greene County Surveyor W. Clogston (GCSO LSB3, page 66). We accepted the pipe as the best evidence of the corner. 


Monroe County InCr_A17 (OSM #2017: Section Corner Common to Sections 19 & 30-T7N-R2W): A 0.8’ x 0.4’ stone was found 0.5 feet 
above grade in line with north/south barbed wire fence as shown on the Monroe County Monument Record dated June 22, 2021, and 


accepted by the Monroe County Surveyor Review Board on December 09, 2021. The stone is not marked with an x, but the east side is 
marked “S 30 19”. The origin of this monument is unknown. Buskirk took witnesses to this corner in 1881 (MCSO LSB2, pg 349) and 
1889 (MCSO LSB2, pg 482), but he did not describe the monument. Greene County Surveyor Francis Parker used the stone as a witness 
to the Greene County corner to the south in 1883 (GCSO LSB4, pg 12). The stone was accepted by Graham in 1999 (MCR 1999011493), 
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the Monroe County Surveyor Review Board on December 14, 2000, and by all subsequent surveyors. We accepted the stone as the best 
evidence of the corner with no associated uncertainty. 


Monroe County InCr_A19 (OSM #2018: West Quarter Corner of Section 30-T7N-R2W): A 5/8” rebar with orange plastic cap stamped 
“OSER IN PS# 21100022” was found flush 21 feet southwest of the edge of the asphalt driveway leading to the house at 10154 W 
Rockeast Road. The rebar was set by Rachel Oser in 2021 (MCR 2021007101) at the midpoint between the stone at the Northwest corner 
of Section 30 (InCr_A17) and the rebar at the Southwest corner of Section 30 (7N3W_V25). No historical record was found of a 
monument at this corner, which was not established by the original government surveyor.

The original government land surveyors monumented the section corners and quarter corners of each section with 
wooden posts in the early 1800s. The task of replacing the original wooden posts with permanent objects such as stones 
and setting permanent objects at the center of section and other interior aliquot corners was left to the county surveyors 
(in the 1800s and early 1900s) and later to local surveyors in private practice.

BASIS OF GEODETIC COORDINATES: The basis of bearings is Grid North System NAD83(2011)/Indiana West 
NAVD 88, Epoch 2010.0000, geoid18b_conus.db3, US Survey Feet. This project was referenced to the National 
Spatial Reference System CORS network using the JAVAD GNSS Data Online Processing Service (DPOS) to post- 
process static observations collected with a Javad Triumph 3 base. Reported coordinates were determined either from 
static, RTPK, or RTK GNSS observations (Javad Triumph LS Rover) or radially with a conventional total station 
(Nikon Nivo) from points established by GNSS observations. Distances obtained with GPS have not been adjusted to 
ground.
